Vet in mo re than three y ears o f 
steady fly ing thro ug h that reg io n o f crazy tro pical 
winds, the airline has lo st but o ne plane in a 
hurricane. 
And that o ne was wrecked while sitting o n 
the g ro und. 
Hurricanes, like the mumps, are terrible o nce y o u g et 
mix ed up with them. 
The way to beat hurricanes is to 
av o id them. 
That is ex actly what Pan-American Airway s 
do es.
